The  State  Aid  Gravel  road,  built  by  you,  in  1913,  is 
1600  ft.  in  length,  and  cost  seventy-two  and  four-tenths 
cents  per  foot :  the  construction  including  a  V  drain, (stone) 
15  feet  wide  under  about  800  feet,  repair  of  existing  stone 
culverts,  and  new  guard  rail. 

In  state  Division  No.  2  there  was  built  during  the  year, 
66,057  ft.  or  12^  miles,  gravel  road,  at  an  average  cost  of 
sixty-nine  and  seven-tenths  per  foot. 

The  graded  section,  near  the  Alton  town  line,  built  by 
Mr.  Grant,  is  2600  feet  in  length  and  cost  twenty-four  and 
eight-tenths  cents  per  foot ;  the  construction  including 
widening  and  straightening,  and  light  surfacing,  the  repair 
of  stone  culverts,  and  the  erection  of  a  culverts  guard  rail. 

In  State  Division  No.  2,  there  was  built  during  the 
year,  9180  feet  graded  road  at  an  average  cost  of  thirty- 
two  and  three-tenths  cents  per  foot. 

State  Division  No.  2  comprises  Carroll  County,  the 
towns  of  Farmington,  Milton,  Middleton  in  Strafford 
County  and  town  of  Gilford  in  Belknap  County.

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  town,  your 
library  trustees  herewith  submit  to  you  our  annual  report 
together  with  that  of  the  treasurer  of  the  library  funds  for 
the  year  ending  Feb.  14,  1914. 

The  library  now  contains  2,397  volumes,  72  volumes  be- 
ing added  since  our  last  report,  eleven  volumes  being  do- 
nated by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

The  librarian  reports  that  the  total  number  of  books 
loaned  the  past  year  was  2,495,  classed  as  follows  :  fiction, 
1,933 ;  general  literature,  552  ;  history,  2  ;  poems,  8.
